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Tea HOME OVE 
THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


At the annual school meeting held March 14,1901, 
Rev. H. B. Marshall was elected a member of the 
board of education for three years. W. W. Sloan was 
re-elected treasurer of the school district. 

At the first meeting of the board the following 
organization was effected: Rev. A. J. McGown, presi- 
dent; Rev. H. B. Marshall, secretary; W. W. Sloan 
was putin charge of repairs, fuel supplies, etc. 

The secretary was appointed purchasing avent of 
school supplies. The president and secretary were 
assigned the supervision of several schools. 

On August 31, Rev. H. B. Marshall having de- 
cided to change his residence resigned from the board 
of education and Mrs. S E. Dodge was chosen by the 
other two members to fill the vacancy for the re- 
mainder of the school year. Mrs. Dodge entered upon 
her duties at the opening of the fall term. 

The board of education at the annual school meet- 
ing made its demand for appropriations on the ex- 
penditures of the preceding year, and the amount asked 
for was freely granted. It was hoped that this amount 
would be sufficicnt to give the same number of weeks 
in all the schools that the appropriation of the pre- 
ceding year afforded, and the board took up its work 
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with this plan in view. But certain unforeseen 
exigencies calling for expenditures rendered it necessary 
to shorten the schools in all the districts one week, 
giving in all for the year thirty-two weeks. By the 
help of the Nutt fund, the high school has had four 
weeks more than the other schools, making a school 
year of thirty-six weeks. 

With the exception of the spring term, during 
which No. 9 was closed, all the schools have been in 
operation throughout the year. Several of these have 
been small, even to the limit of smallness, but under 
the circumstances it was thought best to operate them. 
The practice is not the best, it has many disadvantages 
but the number is still large that clamors for it. It is 
very likely however that the beginning of another year, 
unless more scholars are forthcoming, will witness the 
closing of one or more, and the substitution of some 
other plan for the scholars affected thereby. With 
four exceptions the district schools have enjoyed the 
same teacher throughont the year, this has enabled the 
teachers in the schools so favored, to make the very | 
best showing possible. 

At the end of the fall term Miss Curtis resigned 
her position in the primary school, which she had 
taught with more than ordinary success for eight con- 
secutive terms. Miss Grace R. Moor, whose work in 
other schools in town brought her to the front as a 
suitable candidate for the vosition, was duly elected, 
and her management from the start has been such as 
to convince the board that its confidence in her was 
not misplaced. The other schools in which a change 
has been made, in every instance but one at the desire 
of the teacher are Nos. 5, 6,and 10. As all the others 
have been under the same management for the entire 
year comment is unnecessary. 
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It may appropriately be said that the work of the 
year will compare favorably on the whole with that 
of other recent years. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 

As this school belongs to the town and to no 
particular section of it, having representatives from 
nearly every district, it comes in for special mention. 
At the beginning of the year the course of study was 
enlarged so that three years of high school work are 
required in order to entitle scholars to a diploma. 
A class of eleven has been engaged with the studies of 
the third year and will be graduated in June. This 
advance has greatly increased the work of the teachers, 
and has compelled the scholars to double their dili- 
gence. A more equal distributicn of the work for the 
several years as the course becomes established, will 
relieve to some extent the work of the senior year. 
The school is still hampered on account of its ungraded 
condition. The total enrollment has been forty-six, 
but a large per cent. of this number has not yet entered 
upon the regular high school work. With every effort 
at improvement the need of another school building, or 
room, becomes more and more urgent. With our pres- 
ent accommodations it is idle to talk of general con- 
solidation. The scholars to be provided for under 
such a plan, are greatly in excess of the seating 
capacity at our disposal. These considerations constrain 
the board of education to insert in its forthcoming 
wariants for a school meeting an article calling for the 
consideration of the question of a new school building. 

At the begining of the fall term, a change was 
made in the teaching force of this school. 

Miss Bradbury, who has taught acceptably for 
nearly two years, resigned her position as assistant, to 
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accept a position in the high school at Shelton, Conn., 
and Miss Lydia Blanchard, a graduate of Boston uni- 
‘ versity and of the Boston Normal school, was elected 
as her successor. Her competence and faithfulness as 
a teacher have won for her general respect, 

With the close of the school year, Miss Fulton 
will have completed six years of faithful service; a fact 
that carries with it, its own comment. 


THE NEW SCHOOL LAW. 


The last legislature (1901) passed the following 
enactment : “Any town not maintaining a high school 
or school of corresponding grade, shall pay for the 
tuition of any child who with parents or guardian reside 
in said town, and who attends a high school or academy 
in the same or another town or city in this state, and 
the parents or guardian of such child shall notify the 
school board of the district in whick he resides of the 
high school or academy which he has determined to 
attend” | 

This law has to commend it, its benevolent spirit, 
and general good intent. It obliges the town to as- 
sume the cost of tuition in a high school or academy 
for every boy and girl who desires training in these in- 
stitutions. In towns in which nothing approaching a 
high school exists this law may work favorably and be 
entirely with out objection. But in towns in which 
two or three years of high school work are done, it is 
open to serious objection. It works disaster to the 
home school, in that it opens the way for every scholar, 
who so desires, to sever his connection therewith and 
enter an out-of-town school to the detriment of the 
school which he abandons and without benefit to him- 
self. This puts the town to an additional expense, 
besides the damage which it suffers in the deterioration 
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of its own school. Many a town can maintain a school 
with a partial course that would not deem it advisable 
to undertake the maintenance of an approved high 
school. It is the opinion of the leading educators that 
there should be fewer high schools, and that these 
should be better; but this law tends to a multiplicity of 
high schools of an inferior order; for if the schools in 
which good high school work for two or three years is 
done are not to be recognized, the inevitable outcome 
will be a complete high school below the average 
necessarily, or the abandonment of high school work 
altogether. 

The latter result would be a hardship to the 
majority of the scholars in town, as the majority will 
have finished their education when their connection 
with the home school terminates. The former result 
would be a hardship to the town in that it would put 
upon it a “burden grievous to be borne.” 

These objections have been recognized by the pro- 
moters of the law, and itis more than probable at the 
next legislature that the law will be so amended as to 
recognize the work done in the schools which do not 
have a full high school course. Meanwhile it is to be 
hoped that parents and guardians will be loyal to the 
home school, by continuing to send those unde their 
charge. 


VOCAL MUSIC. 

The question of introducing singing as a general 
school exercise and the employment of an instructor 
was discussed at the last annual school meeting. 

As this matter was introduced after all appropri- 
ations had been made, it could be put into practice only 
in a limited degree. During the spring term Miss 
Isabelle Farley of Nashua gave instruction bi-weekly, 
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in the high and primary schools, which the scholars in 
all the other schools were invited to attend. Apart 
from those belonging to these schools, but few however 
availed themselves of this opportunity. 

Though Miss Farley’s instruction was in every re- 
spect satisfactory it became necessary to discontinue it 
for lack of means. 

In securing a new assistant for the high school, 
it was thought best to make the ability to teach vocal 
music a requirement, and since her coming Miss 
Blanchard has had charge of this exercise in the high and 
primary schools, and has conducted it weekly with tact 
and, - efficiency. These exercises are open to scholars in 
all the schools, and it would be gratifying to the board, 
if all who have ability to sing wouldattend them. 


REPAIRS AND APPLIANCES. 


The cabinet for the safe keeping of apparatus for 
experiments in physics and chemistry and specimens of 
various sorts, which was announced in the last annual 
report as forthcoming, has been put in place and is an 
ornamental as well as useful appendage. 

A set of geographical charts entitled the “Globe 
series,’ mounted in such a way as to be easily adjusted 
for use by a series of rollers which allow them to return 
to their several places in a neat cabinet attached to the 
wall when the recitation is finished, together with a 
large and instructive physical chart have been purchased 
from Rand MeNally & Co. and are doing service as 
they are needed. 

These appliances were purchased with the proceeds 
of the Nutt fund, which has proven to be a very help- 
ful resource to the high school. 

The cupola of the brick school house has received 
attention in the way of repairs and several of the uther 
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school houses have been slightly improved. Nothing 
extensive has been attempted. 

At the town meeting fifty dollars were appropriated 
for grading the grounds around the brick school house. 
The grading received early attention and the yard in 
front is much improved and_ beautified, and will be 
even more so, when the grass becomes thicker and more 
firmly rooted. 


REPAIRS NEEDED. 


With the exception of Nos. 4 and 5, which were 
the last to receive attention, all other school houses, 
if they are to be occupied, should be whitewashed and 
papered without delay, No.6 is sadly in need of a 
new floor. No. 7 should have a new door and some 
other minor improvements. The plastering overhead 
at No. 4, is defective, and demands immediate atten- 
tion. 


ATTENDANCE. 

The whole number of scholars found enrolled upon 
the school registers during the year ending March °1, 
1902, between the ages of five and fifteen, is 146.
